Desk  and  Chair  Used  by  Abraham  Lincoln  when 
a  Member  of  Congress 

—  I  —  A  Handsomely  Carved  Double  Desk,  made  of  black  oak 
and  a  handsomely  carved  Arm  Chair,  made  of  black  oak, 
upholstered  in  leather.  (The  seat  has  been  replaced  with  a 
perforated  wood  seat).  Both  of  these  pieces  are  very  elab- 
orately carved  with  patriotic  devices,  including  the  shield  of 
the  United  States. 

Note. —  The  present  ozvner  is  a  son  of  Joseph  Harris,  zvho 
was  in  the  office  of  the  Sergeanl-at-Arms  of  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  at  Washitigton,  D.  C,  from  1864. 
to  1872,  and  afterwards  ivas  Private  Secretary  to  Philetus 
Sawyer,  of  Wisconsin.  Mr.  Harris  knexv  the  history  of  the 
furniture  in  the  House  of  Represe7itatives  very  thoroughly , 
and  ivas  acquainted  ivitli  the  traditions  ivhich  tvere  attached 
to  special  desks  and  chairs  used  by  the  members  of  the  House 
before  they  were  removed  to  make  space  for  the  new  ones  which 
ivere  replaced  in  the  Seventies.  One  of  the  traditions  applied 
to  (he  double  desks  which  zvas  used  by  Abraham  Lincoln  and 
one  of  his  colleagues  during  the  time  he  was  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  as  an  ardent  admirer  of  the 
martyred  President,  Mr.  Harris  took  pains  to  keep  track  of 
this  desk.  When  Congress  passed  an  act  to  replace  the  old 
desks  by  neiv  ones,  Mr.  Harris  made  arrangements  with  those 
under  whose  supervision  the  change  of  chairs  and  desks  were 
made,  to  purchase  the  desk  and  chair  used  by  Lincoln  at  the 
time  he  zvas  a  member  of  Congress.  He  thus  secured  posses- 
sion of  this  desk  and  chair,  zvhich  remained  in  his  possession 
during  his  life,  and  passed  into  possession  of  his  son,  Henry 
Harris,  who  still  owns  it. 

We  have  reproduced  both  the  desk  and  chair,  giving 
a  front  and  back  viezv  of  each,  and  to  the  purchaser  will  be  given 
tzvo  facsimiles  of  photographs  taken  of  Lincoln  sitting  in  this 
chair,  which  will  readily  establish  the  fact  that  it  is  gemiine.

General  Washington's  Carriage  Cushion 

A  Blue  Silk  Tufted  Carriage  Cushion.  Used  by  Gene- 
ral Washington  in  his  white  chariot. 

Henry  Dunlap  was  a  carriage  builder  in  Washington ,  D. 
C.,  during  Washington's  life,  and  had  several  times  repaired 
General  Washington's  tvhite  chariot,  or  family  carriage,  which 
had  been  originally  imported  from  France.  It  ivas  finally  dis- 
mantled by  him  as  beyond  repair.  7 here  were  four  panels  on 
the  coach  painted  to  represent  spring,  summer,  autumn  and  win- 
ter. These  were  retained  by  Mr.  Dunlap  as  souvenirs  along  with 
this  cushion.  The  cushion,  with  one  of  the  panels,  was  given  by 
him  to  his  daughter.  Two  of  the  panels  tvere  presented  to  the 
Government,  and  the  fourth  has  been  lost.  This  cushion  was 
presented  by  Henry  Dunlap  to  the  mother  of  the  present  owner, 
and  the  panel  to  her  brother,  whose  daughter-in-laiv  nozv  owns 
it.  The  cushion  at  present  is  ozvned  by  Albert  B.  Clark,  son 
of  Henry  Dunlap' s  daughter.  An  affidavit  will  be  given  the 
purchaser. 

Washington  Plate 

A  Blue  Canton  China  Dinner  Plate.  Belonged  to  Gen- 
eral Washington,  and  was  inherited  by  H.  L.  D.  Lewis, 
from  his  grandmother,  Eleanor  Park  Custis  (Nelly  Custis), 
who  inherited  it  from  her  grandmother,  Martha  Washmg- 
ton.  The  plate  has  a  slight  crack  in  it,  otherwise  perfect.

Commodore  Robinson's  Spy  Glass 

Spy  Glass.  Made  by  Thomas  Jones,  of  Liverpool,  and 
presented  to  Commodre  Thomas  Robinson,  of  the  United 
States  Navy,  by  Commodore  Edward  Preble,  and  so  in- 
scribed on  brass  plate  on  the  mahogany  box  inclosing  it. 
In  fine  order. 

This  interesting  relic  of  the  navy  belonged  to  Commodore 
Thomas  Robinson,  of  the  United  States  Navy.   He  was  noted 
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for  efficient  service,  and  xvas  a  hosom  friend  of  Commodore 
Edward  Preble,  who  7iias  noted  in  the  affairs  zuith  Tripoli. 
He  gave  it  to  his  brother  officer  as  a  reward  for  naval 
services.  An  affidavit  from  Commodore  Robinson's  daughter 
ivill  be  given  the  purchaser.
